Manila, July 19.- 5:55 p .m.-Thc 


Spanish commission charged with ne- 
gotiating for the lelense of Spanish 
piisoneis held by the Filipinos, ex- 
pect to leturn to Tarlac soon, with 
full authoiity to secure the release 
of all the prisoners. 


The comnusioner is now able to 


make aiiangements under which the 
money to be paid for the lansom of 
Spanish captives will be deposited in 
the bank, to be drawn by the Fili- 
pinos at a future date, so that the 
money cannot be used to carry on the 
wni against fhe United States. 


The Filipinos have refused to allow 


civilian piisoneis to embark on board 
a ship leaving Apaiy, although they 
had passports signed by Aguinaldo. 


There have been terrific rains here 


during the last two clays. In con- 
sequence it has been necessary to use 
boats in moving about the streets of 
Manila, and the whole country is 
flooded. The total precipitation thus 
far in July has been thirty-five 
inches, and in the last thirty hours 
twelve inches of rain has fallen.

gunboat Laguna de Bay, killing one 
soldier and wounding two. 


The gunboat trained a Gatling gun

They registered at the Gault house 
and the wife was prostrated when she 
knew the facts about her husband, 
explaining to the police that she be- 
lieved he was agent for some com- 
pany and was compelled to travel. 
On Van Bulan was found the forged 
letter written on paper of the Catho- 
lic parish at Detroit and he also car- 
ried a letter from J. Lehman, of this 
city, which had been endorsed by 
Max Pottlitzer. The two swindlers 
have turned on each other and now 
each claims that the other is to 
blame for the swindle.

dent Gorsline has pictures of the two 
men, 
but will not have them brought 


to Fort Wayne, allowing the law to 
take its course in Lafayette.

TO SELL DALY'S THEATER. 


New Yoik, July 19.—Just before 


2 o'clock this morning there were 
two tei rifle 
explosions in 
South 


Brooklyn, at Fifth avenue and Thir- 
ty-fifth stieet. 
It was found that 


dynamite or some other high explo- 
sive had been placed against the base 
of the pillars of the Fifth avenue 
elevated load at that point. 


Tho dynamite had been put beside 


pillais on opposite sides of the street 
and the explosions were almost si- 
multaneoxis. The foice of the explo- 
sions was such that windows in near- 
by houses were blown in. 


In one side of the avenue at that 


point is the pumping station of the 
water works and on the other Green- 
wood cemetery. 


Underneath the roadbed is a tunnel 


leading to the cemetery. 


Word was immediately sent from 


the power house at Thirty-sixth 
street to Brooklyn police headquar- 
teis. The reserves were called out 
and a few minutes later a hundred 
policemen were on their way to the 
scene. 


The spot where the explosion oc- 


curred is a dark and lonesome one. 
Detectives who arrived soon after- 
ward saw no traces of anyone. 


It is thought, from the force of the 


explosions and the quantity of dyna- 
mite used, that electiicity was em- 
ployed in making the discharge. The 
concrete at the base of the west pil- 
lar was blown out, but the founda- 
tion was not disturbed and the pillar 
itself was uninjured. 


The east side pillar did not fare so 


well. The concrete was blown away 
and the pillar itself, while not over- 
turned, was curled up at the bottom 
like a sheet of paper. 


Trains were held up. The last one 


from the bridge left at 1:30 a. m. 


At the power house it was said that 


the west side track was not affected 
and it was hoped to repair the east 
side track before daylight. 


As soon as news of the explosion 


was received east New York elevated 
trains were also discontinued, as it 
was unknown whether similar put- 
rages would be attempted elsewhere. 


At a?i early hour this morning 


twenty-two strikers were placed un- 
der arrest, suspected of complicity in 
the South Brooklyn dynamite explo- 
sion on the elevated railroad which 
occurred about 1 a- m. 


Acting under orders from Chief of 


Police Devery, nine detectives pro- 
ceeded to the stiikers' headquarters, 
at the corner of Rockaway and At- 
lanta avenues, Brooklyn, and placed 
all of the strike leaders they found 
under arrest. 


The police now say the men were 


arrested as suspicious persons, but 
were not necessarily charged with 
the dynamiting of the elevated struc- 
ture.

and conductors, except one who is a 
printer. Their names are:

William Askley, employed as an

strikers they would purchase dyna- 
mite and blow up the elevated struc- 
ture. 


Askley affirms that sixteen of the 


men arrested this moming were at 
the meeting and endorsed the sug- 
gestion with shouts of approval. The 
police claim they have evidence that 
these men purchased the dynamite 
used this morning.
